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FROM  OUR  PULPIT 

Our  pulpit  on  Friday  evening,  January  27th, 
was  occupied  by  Dr.  Abram  L.  Sachar,  National 
Director  of  the  Hillel  Foundation,  who  came  to 
us  as  a  guest  of  the  Committee  on  Adult  Educa¬ 
tion.  Dr.  Sachar  took  as  his  text  an  ancient 
Jewish  legend  which  has  it  that  when  our  an¬ 
cestors  were  trapped  between  the  pursuing 
Egyptians  and  the  Red  Sea,  some  advocated  a 
return  to  bondage,  others  self-destruction  in  the 
sea,  others  wailing  and  crying,  and  still  others 
constructive  action.  In  a  vivid,  colorful  and 
fascinating  treatment  Dr.  Sachar  analyzed  the 
four  modern  analogues  of  these  ancient  attitudes. 
There  is,  he  concluded,  no  returning  to  the 
bondage  of  the  Ghetto,  nor  should  there  be  self- 
destruction  through  race  suicide.  Weeping  and 
wailing  are  most  futile.  The  only  dignified 
procedure  for  the  contemporary  Jewish  group 
is  constructive  action,  forthright  self-defense,  the 
effort  to  preserve  democracy,  and  the  evolvement 
of  an  adequate  Jewish  cultural  and  religious 
life.  The  audience  followed  Dr.  Sachar  with  the> 
keenest  interest  and  left  the  Synagogue  stimu¬ 
lated  and  inspired. 

In  his  sermon  of  Friday  evening,  February  3rd, 
Rabbi  Steinberg  discussed  the  issue,  "What's 
Wrong  With  Education?"  He  pointed  out  that 
education,  once  the  classic  hope  of  man,  has 
unfortunately  not  realized  the  high  expectations 
entertained  for  it.  It  has  not  brought  into  human 
affairs  the  tolerance  and  intelligence  which  were 
expected,  but  it  has  served  as  an  ally  and 
instrument  of  the  forces  of  repression  and  tyranny. 
The  failure  of  education,  he  argued,  is  due  not 
alone  to  its  techniques,  to  its  tendency  to  be  a 
discipline  rather  than  a  means  of  encouraging 
freedom  of  thought.  It  springs  much  more  funda¬ 


mentally  from  the  fact  that  western  education 
has  been  training  in  skills  rather  than  an  attempt 
to  influence  and  mold  character.  Before  our 
school  system  and  universities  can  be  what  they 
should  be,  the  whole  purpose  of  the  educational 
process  must  be  remade  to  the  end  that  through 
education  men  may  be  equipped  with  more  than 
techniques,  that  they  may  be  endowed  with 
values  and  ideals.  Our  definition  of  the  educated 
man  must  be  transformed — not  the  literate  man, 
but  the  literate  man  of  sympathy  and  aspiration.

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OUR  FIRST  LINE  OF  DEFENSE 

A  Message  to  the  Members  from 

Mr.  Frederick  Finn,  Chairman  of  the  Board 

Anti-Semitism  is  the  opening  gun  for  any  Nazi 
drive.  Unfortunately,  it  finds  fertile  ground 
everywhere  because  to  the  average  non-Jew, 
we  are  strange  people.  Outsiders  know  little  or 
nothing  about  our  religious  tenets  and  beliefs, 
which  include  the  concepts  of  universal  liberty, 
equality  for  all,  the  brotherhood  of  man,  toler¬ 
ance,  good  will  and  fair  play  toward  Jew  and 
Christian  alike. 

A  better  understanding  of  the  Jew  by  the 
Christian  world  at  large  would  make  it  very 
difficult  indeed  for  insidious  propaganda  and 
calumny  to  .spread  in  a  free  country  such  as 
ours.  But  it  is  not  everyone  who  is  able  to 
talk  for  us.  It  needs  trained  minds  and  thorough 
knowledge.  An  intelligently  trained  rabbinate 
is  our  first  line  of  defense,  and  the  Jewish  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  is  equipped  to  turn  out  men 
with  the  necessary  qualifications.  For  their  own 
sake  and  for  their  future  safety,  the  Jews  of 
New  York  must  support  this  institution,  which 
commands  the  respect  of  eminent  Christians  and 
Jews  throughout  the  country.
